How We Control Weed* On 
Our Farm 

(by Linda Dann.) 

Everyone knows that weeds are 
plants growing in the wrong place 
— plants that we do not want but 
that sometimes continue to grow 
in spite of all we can do to get rid 
of them. 

Some weeds are small and harm¬ 
less. Others cause much damage or 
are hard to get rid of. The latter 
are called noxious weeds. We, the 
farmers, must spend much time 
and energy keeping these weeds 
from choking out crops. Our time 
and energy can, however, be wast¬ 
ed if we don’t attack the weeds in 
the right way at the right time.. 

First we must stop the spread of 
these harmful plants. This in itself 
is quite a job. Our farm machinery 
must be cleaned before being 
moved from one place to another. 
Weeds along our roadsides and 
fences have to be prevented from 
producing seeds which may spread 
into surrounding fields. Only good 
and well-cleaned seed is sown in 
our fields. Manure containing weed 
seeds is not spread on our fields 
until it is well rotted. When 
manure is throughly rotted the 
germinating power of weed seeds 
in it is destroyed. 

But even with these precautions 
a few weeds manage to escape 
their fate and sneak into our crops. 
We must attack these according to 
kind and resistance and to which 
crop is infested. 

For many weeds we can use 
chemical weed killers (herbicides) 
with success. Annuals such as dan¬ 
delions and stinkweed can be 
treated with 2,4-D or M.C.P. 2,4-D 
is a very strong chemical and we 
use it only in highly resistant crops. 
It is effective against broad-leaved 
weeds such as wild mustard. M.C.P. 
is milder. We use it on crops such 
as flax and barley which have a 
lesser resistance to weed killers. 
We treat wild oats in two ways: 
one by spraying with Avadex 
before the crop is planted, and 
two — by spraying with Carbyde 
after the crop is seeded. 

Herbicides are also effective 
against deep-rooted perennials 
such as Leafy Spurge, hoary cress, 
Russian knapweed and bladder 
campion. On small patches or 
limited infestations where years of 
soil sterility is not objectionable 
w? tisp ehCTntrats" surtr as sodium 
chlorate, atlacide or chorate-borate. 

However, herbicides are not the 
only means by which we combat 
weeds. We control field infest¬ 
ations of spurge with a system of 
intensive cultivation alternated 
with cropping, to grain over a five 
to seven year period. The eradic¬ 
ation of large scale infestations of 
hoary cress may be brought about 
by intensive cultivation using a 
blade or disc type implement. 

All these methods of weed con¬ 
trol are effective if we use them 
properly. Chemicals must be 
handled with percautionary mea¬ 
sures and we must take care to 
prevent soil erosion by intensive 
cultivation. Weeds are not uncon¬ 
querable enemies but every farmer 
must play his part in overcoming 
them.

feet 11 Inches long, and have a 
wing-span of 77 feet 1 Inch. The 
104 passengers will be accom¬ 
modated in 26 rows of paired 
seats on each side of the aisle.
